Ambassador, Mr* Joseph Brent, ICA Mission Chief, Mr. Harold G* 
McConeghey, Acting Director of USIS and the Press Attache 
(Reporting Officer)* The visit was part of a study tour to 
determine the status of US relations with Far Eastern countries, 
Chinese Communist relations in Asia and allegiance of overseas 
Chinese* 

Commensurate with instructions received prior to his arrival 
(Taipei £1 dated July 27th) the Senator’s schedule (Enclosure 1) 
was kept purposely light* On Sunday evening. Senator Hickenlooper 
and Mr. Valeo were entertained at an informal dinner given by 
Mr* McConeghey at the Grand Hotel, where the visitors were staying* 
On Monday morning, they wer* taken to the Ambassador’s office 
where they were provided with a briefing by chiefs and representa- 
tives of principal US missions in Taiwan on the military and 
economic aid programs. Immediately following the briefing, Senator 
Hickenlooper and Mr. Valeo, accompanied by the Ambassador and 
the RO, called on Foreign Minister George K. C. Teh at the Foreign 
Ministry. The group then called on Mr* Cheng Tin -fun , Chairman 
of the Overseas Affairs Commission for a brief discussion in vhich 
Dr. Sampson Shen, Director of the Government Information Office 
acted as interpreter. 

At a luncheon given in the Senator’s honor by the Ambassador 
at the Grand Hotel (see attached guest list) an opportunity was 
provided for further discussion on overseas Chinese problems 
between the Senator, Mr* Valeo and Dr* Sampson Shen in the ligjit 
of a recent survey visit made by Dr. Shen through Southeast Asia* 
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On Monday evening, the visitors were entertained at an informal 
cockt ail party at the home of Mr* Brent, IGA Director, where the 
Senator met and engaged in informal discussions with several 
Chinese md American officials, including the Governor of Taiwan* 

On Tuesday, August 7th, Senator Hick enloo per end Mr* Valeo 
were guests of the Ambassador at a reception following which 
they were entertained at dinner by President and M a da m e Chi eng 
Kai-shek at the latter* s summer home on Tsaoshan. (See attached 
guest list). 

No formal press conference had been arranged in deference to 
the Senator wishes, but he was interviewed by several reporters 
at the a ir port immediately prior to his departure. During the 
interview he expressed admiration for the development and progress 
shown in Taiwan since his last visit. The Senator and Mr. Valeo 
departed for Tokyo via Northwest Airlines at 11:05 a*m. Wednesday, 
August
